Butterfly" — one of the thousands 
of girls who lost their hearts to for- 
eign soldiers in wartime.

wouldn't live on pro.mises forever. 
She could wait only so )ong. 


Two und a half years ago Julia 
'irst met her American Cnptain in 
Gaserta. She wns only 19 — soft, 
pretty 
and 
unworldly. 
She had 


never gone out with men before. 


It is an 'old, old story but it was 


all new lo Julia. She fell deeply in 
love with the young captain; he 
was married but she told friends 
Ire had assured her he would 
di- 
vorce- his wife and mtirry her.

ferred to Rome Ihe impressionable 
young girl followed him. She bore 
a child that could bear no family 
name.

The Doctor

It is 11 common error to regard 


all coughs as due to inflammation 
ol the trachea, bronchi, and lungs. 
Although this is one type, there 
are many other varieties of cough. 
Unless a cough is caused by a self- 
limited disease, the cause should 
be determined before treatment is 
begun. 


A cough is a co-ordinated ac- 


tion 
designed to trap a large 


amount of air in the chest and 
then to release it suddenly, ac- 
cording to Sidney Jacobs, M. D., 
writing in "The Journal Lancet" 
lor March, 194G. 


Noimally, the archea and bron- 


chi are bathed with moist mucus, 
and foreign materials arc carried 
upwaid by the action of 
small 


hair-like 
projection from 
the 
cells. A cough is useful only when 
mucus is expelled. 
Pressure 
on the vocal cords or 
the nerves 
to the larynx may 


cause a cough. A foreign body in 
the trachea or bronchi is suspected 
in chronic coughs, especially those 
of children.

though she wanled lo be. 


Julia -was a real life "Madame 


Butterfly" — one of the thousands 
of girls who lost their hearts to for- 
eign soldiers in wartime. 


But Ihis "Madame 
Buterfly" 


wouldn't live on pro.mises forever. 
She could wait only so )ong. 


Two und a half years ago Julia 
'irst met her American Cnptain in 
Gaserta. She wns only 19 — soft, 
pretty 
and 
unworldly. 
She had 


never gone out with men before. 


It is an 'old, old story but it was 


all new lo Julia. She fell deeply in 
love with the young captain; he 
was married but she told friends 
Ire had assured her he would

vorce- his wife and mtirry her.

young girl followed him. She bore 
a child that could bear no family 
name.

Mr. Roosevelt, a Democrat 
later elevated the New Hampshire 
Republican lo chief justice. He took 
the presiding seat on Oct. 6, 1941. 


During Stone's last term he had 


only an eight-man court. Jackson 
has been prosecuting Nazi leaders 
at Nuernberg and is not expected 
to return until the next term in 
October. 
Stone's death now leaves to an- 
other 
Democratic president the 
selection of a court leader who per- 
haps can break the recent 4 to 4 
impasse in various cases.

With President Truman at Sea, 


April 23 — (UP) — President Tru- 
man was expected today to 
cut 


short his sea-going vacation to re- 
turn to Washington 
and 
attend 


funeral services for the late Chief 
Justice Harlan F. Stone. 


Mr. Truman, aboard the aircraft 
carrier Franklin D. Roosevelt, was 
scheduled to return to »Norfolk, 
Va., today to board the presiden- 
tial yacht Williamsburg. He origin- 
ally planned to cruise on Chesa- 
peake Bay until Sunday, but prob- 
ably will leave the Williamsburg in 
time for the Stone funeral. 


He thus would curtail what he 
had planned as his first full-fledged

It is 11 common error to regard 


all coughs as due to inflammation 
ol the trachea, bronchi, and lungs. 
Although this is one type, there 
are many other varieties of cough. 
Unless a cough is caused by a self- 
limited disease, the cause should 
be determined before treatment is 
begun. 


A cough is a co-ordinated ac- 


tion 
designed to trap a large 


amount of air in the chest and 
then to release it suddenly, ac- 
cording to Sidney Jacobs, M. D., 
writing in "The Journal Lancet" 
lor March, 194G. 


Noimally, the archea and bron- 


chi are bathed with moist mucus, 
and foreign materials arc carried 
upwaid by the action of 
small 


hair-like 
projection from 
the 
cells. A cough is useful only when 
mucus is expelled. 
Pressure 
on the vocal cords or 
the nerves 
to the larynx may 


cause a cough. A foreign body in 
the trachea or bronchi is suspected 
in chronic coughs, especially those 
of children.

Veterans' Housing

In spite of all the good intentions 


of Congress and the FHA, it is 
quite possible that the veterans' 
housing program will wind up as 
a' disservice to the very 
people 


. n whom it is designed to help. 
* 
• First of all, the sponsors of this 
program seem to view the veterans 
en masse as something of a race 
apart. Some veterans may prefer 
a colonial farmhouse of a Victor- 
ian homestead. But the housing 
program, with well-meant gener- 
osity, is earmarking practically all 
purchases and rentals of new dwel- 
lings for veterans. In doing so, it 
is also rcstricling the veterans to 
this type of building. 
The majority of veterans have 


signified a need for housing. And 


•i. some 89 per cent of them, accord- 
* ing to a War Department survey, 
want housing ' that. rents for ; no 
more than $50 'a month. In fact, 
34 per cent of those questioned 
said they did not feel able to pay 
more than $30. 
Accordingly, 
the new legislation 
concentrates 
on 
houses costing 


$6000 or less. But building costs 
have risen about 50 per cent since 
1040. 
So the $6000 house of today, 
which rents for $50 a month, is 
the house which cost $4000 six 
years ago. Today's $3600 house, 
built to rent for $30 a month, is 


* the $2400 house of 1940. 
Needless to say, these won't be 


much in the way of houses. They 
Will have no place in the better 
residential sections of any city. 
They will not be very large or very 
attractive. It is unlikely that they 
will be very well made or durable, 
or that their resale value will 
amount to much in a few years. 


Yet the new housing legislation 
when put into practice, promises 
to limit most construction to cheap 
dwellings at inflated prices. And 


A by, in effect, restricting most of 


the veterans whom it is trying to 
help to these dwellings, is it re- 
stricting them to what may be 
slum sections in a matter of years. 
The housing program also limits 


non-veterans pretty largely to their 
present places of residence. Many 
of those non-veterans would like 
to build better houses than are con- 
templated under the program, and 
are in a position to do so. 
The normal urge to move or 


build has been draclically inhib- 
ited during the last four 
years. 
i* Meanwhile, many families 
have 
grown and are straining the seams 


• of their present quarters. Their 
needs, tastes, and budgets require 
somelhing different from the one- 
or two-bedroom dwellings of four 
years ago. 
At the same lime, Ihe apartment 


or house where they now live 
would be quite adequate for a 
veteran with a wife and one chi'd 
—or none. For about the same 
money that the veteran would pay 
for a newly built place, he would 
probably gel a much better value, 


•*' under existing rent ceilings. 
So why would it not be beller 
and fairer for all concerned to 
permit a reasonable amount of 
house construction above the $1)000, 
or even the $10,000 limit, and per- 
mit veterans and non-veterans to 
build or buy such houses? They 
also would be too expensive by 
1940 standards. But at least they 
wouldn't by necessily be jerry 
buill 
eyesores.
